negotiable only between treasurers and/or public depositaries.

RCW 39.58.135 limits total public deposits in a single depositary to one and one-half times that depositary's proportional net worth as
defined by Commission rule. Further limitation provides that a depositary's total public deposits may not exceed thirty percent of public
deposits statewide as reported to the Commission. Thirty percent of March 2021 = $2,599,177,641.
